f'ntie'' without the sanction of the 
court in every decision.

He was assigned to a 
Pacitic Coast team on recall from 
the Yankees, and later sold to the 
Chicago White Sox, being acquir- 
ed later by the Cleveland Indians 
where he was a sensation as first 
string pitcher for one season be- 
fore going Into the service.

ROTARY WORKS FOR WORLD PEACE 
Rotary Clubs in 83 countries throughout the world are 


united in an endeavor to promote international under- 
standing, good will and peace. That was the message of 
Harold E. Burnt., of New Wilmington, governor of Dis- 
trict 259 of Rotary International, in addressing the Rotary 
Club of Sheffield yesterday, following a conference with 
Rotary'officers, directors and committee chairmen. 


In addition to the activities of Rotary's 7,100 Clubs 


in their own communities to promote this objective, Mr. 
Burns explained, over a three-year period Rotary Inter- 
national in spending $750,000, principally to create better 
understanding among the peoples of different nations. One 
of the principal ways in "which this money is being spent is 
on Rotary Foundation Fellowship which enables outstand- 
ing graduate students to study for one year, in countries 
other than their own, as ambassadors of good will. Since 
this program was established in 1947, 195 Fellowships have 
been awarded to students in 35 countries, with grants 
totaling nearly $500,000. 


"Devoted to service, Rotary provides a common 


ground for 342,000 business and professional executives 
throughout the world, regardless of nationalities or polit- 
ical or religious beliefs," the Rotary District Governor 
emphasized. 


He said that there is a striking parallel between the 


program of Rotary and the United Nations Charter, and 
that, since the organization of the United Nations in 1945, 
Rotary Clubs throughout the world have been active in 
the development of an informed public opinion on the 
objectives of the United Nations in an endeavor to make it 
an effective instrument for free peoples everywhere.

Not for months 
can we expect additional manpower to be ready for Korea. 


The next few weeks, when the Army's Second and 


the Marines' First will be fighting it out on our narrow- 
ing perimeter of defense, will tell the story whether we 
are to stay in Korea now or whether we shall have to come 
back over water later—at greater cost in men and 
munitions.

Residents of State 
New Defense Plan

Harrisburg—(*)—Every perfion 


in. Pennsylvania vvill be given a. 
blood type test under plans ap- 
proved today by State Civilian 
Defense .leaders. 


The mass blood typing was de- 


cided upon at a medical defense 
meeting conducted by Col. Lewis 
F. Acker, state defense director. 


The idea would be to equip the 


Civilian Defense set up with blood 
types of all individuals so that it 
could move swiftly in event an 
emergency required w h o l e s a l e 
transfusions. 


The State Medical Society will 


undertake the blood typing job. It 
already has plans underway for 
the assignment. 


On another medical front, plans 


also were pushed to maintain ade- 
quate medical and nursing serv- 
ices in Pennsylvania in the event 
doctors and nurses are called for 
military service. 


Dr. Norris W. Vaux, state sec- 


retary of health, predicted that a 
general n a t i o n a l mobilization 
would leave the commonwealth 
"with a serious, shortage" of both 
doctors and nurses. 


He disclosed that the state, as 


veil as other agencies are working 
jut plans to offset such a condition 
should It occur. 


A Medical Society spokesman 


said tentative plans call fo» mass 
blood typing to get under way 
by Oct. 1 with school children as 
the first "group. Parents will oe 
encouraged to visit the schools and 
have their blood typed at the came 
time. 


After blood typing is completed 


ia the schools the program will be 
extended into industries and later 
into smaller businesses; 


Each person, whose blood ia typ- 


ed will be given an identification 
card showing his blood type. 


The Medical Society will be as- 


signed in the task by the State 
Nurses Association, the Red Cross 
and commonwealth agencies.
